Proposed Missouri- Illi- 
nois Agency Could 
Regulate Such Prob- 
lems as Airports, Hous- 
ing and Water Supply.

The Metropolitan Plan Associ- 
ation adopted today as a “major 
objective the establishment of an 
official interstate public agency 
to deal with many important 
phases of physical development of 
metropolitan St. Louis. 

This action was taken by unani- 
‘Tous vote of the organization's 
Sponsoring Committee, or govern- 
ing group, meeting at the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club. Attendance 
at this session of the unofficial, 
region-wide association was repre- 
sentative of large-scale commerce, 
industry, finance and public utili- 
ties. 

An official metropolitan agency, 
such as proposed, could be set up 
for the appropriate area of Mis- 
souri and Illinois by action of the 
Legislatures of the two states, the 
gathering was told. Approval of 
Congress doubtless would be re- 
quired. 

It would be similar in legal and 
Operating character to the Port 
of New York Authority and to 
kindred agencies in Boston and 
several other cities. However, the 
proposal for the St. Louis region 
is of broad character as to func- 
tions which could be included. 

Outline for Proposed Agency. 

A report proposing a 1947 pro- 
gram for the metropolitan asso- 
ciation, which was adopted, set 
forth an outline for the proposed 
agency as follows: 

“To meet the development needs 
of the Metropolitan St. Louis area, 
effective new tools are necessary 
which will make possible co-oper- 
ative action for development be- 
tween Missouri and Illinois, the 
Federal Government and the 
-™any municipal jurisdictions in 
the area, without decreasing the 
importance of any of these juris- 
dictions, but rather increasing the 
benefits to all of them.

for the metropolitan = has ~~ 
suggested which would pro 
certain designated unified admin-} 
istrative functions of government 
—including partial or full control 
over one or more of such region-/| 
wide problems as river 
crossings, interstate traffic and 
highways, unification of terminals, 
sewerage and drainage, water sup- 
ply, housing, recreation and con- 
ion and mass transportation. 

“The agency's powers should be 
broad enough to dea] with regional 
and inter-community problems re- 
gardiess of existing boundary 
lines, and- should be adequate— 
not including the taxing power— 
to deal promptly and effectively 
with these problems.” 

Other Area Groups Cited. 

The report, presented through 
Col. Malcolm Elliott, chairman of 
the association and former Army 
river division engineer here, de- 
clared that outstanding benefits 
had been realized through regional 
agencies at New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia. 

“In the case of the New York 
Port Authority,” said the state- 
ment, “significantly both the City 
of New York and the City of

Senate Officers Say 


Governor Expressed Many of Their 


Message.

JEFFERSON CITY. Jan. 9— 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly’s message to 
the Sixty-fourth General Assembly 
yesterday was received with en- 
thusiam by Republican iegislative 
leaders. 

The Governor's principal recom- 
mendations most acceptable to the 
leadership were that the Legisla- 
ture resist all attempted raids on 
surplus state funds, enact laws to 
curb strikes which affect public 
health and welfare, and recognize 
the needs of the state eleemosy- 
nary institutions. 

The only disappointment with 
the message expressed by the Re- 
publican leaders concerned Gov. 
Donnelly’s failure to submit his 
views on tax reduction, soldier 
bonuses and increased teachers’ 
pay. 

Speaker Murray E. Thompson 
of the House said he considered it 


a “very good’ message. The Gov- 
ernor’s suggeStions are in accord, 
for the most part, with proposals 
discussed by Republican legisla- 
tors before the convening of the 
new session, he asserted. The 
Speaker said, however, the Gover- 
nor should have suggested possible 
tax reductions 

Senator R. Jasper Smith, Spring- 
field, Republican floor leader, said: 
“By and large, it was an excellent 
message, containing many very 
constructive suggéstions for legis- 
lation.” The highlight, he said, 
was the recommendation that the 
surplus funds, which will amount 
to an estimated $35,850,000 at the 
end of the fiscal year June 30, be 
preserved for future needs, 

Smith said he favors extending 
the Governor’s eleemosynary — pro- 
gram to establish a general re- 
ceiving hospital, which would pro- 
vide treatment—instead of mere 
custody—for mental patients who 
can be cured. Any state building 
program, he added, should be de-

Superintendent Says He 
Was Fired After Re- 
fusing to ‘Agree to Pad 
Payrolls. 


A former general superintend- 
ent for the American Construction 
Co, told the Post-Dispatch today 
he was offered “enough money to 
buy a new car in a few weeks” if 
he would pad the carpenters’ pay- 
roll on the St. Louis University 


and a few days later he was fired. 
In a very short time, he contin- 


ters. 

The payroll padding plan, as 
outlined the former superin- 
tendent, who asked that his name 
be withheld because he feared the 
gangsters associated with the job, 
was this:’ Ma 

A “straw boss,” who was fore- 
men of laborers but who was rec 
ognized as having as much author- 
ity on the job as the principal 
partners, said he would get to- 
gether a special crew of men to 
work as carpenters on Saturdays 
and Sundays. They would be paid 
straight time for their work, 
$1.87% cents an hour. But the 
university would be charged 
double time for their Saturday 
and Sunday work, $3.75 an hour. 

Plan to Split Difference. 

Then the “straw boss” and the 
general superintendent, according 
to the plan, would split the differ- 
ence between what the university 
paid in wages for those carpenters 
and what the men actually re- 
ceived, 

Some of the men would be car- 
penters who were working on oth- 
er jobs on weekdays and who 


*} would welcome the extra earnings, 


even though they knew they were 
entitled to double pay for Satur- 
day and Sunday work, the “straw 
boss” said. But most of the extra 
“carpenters” actually would be 
ironworkers, office employes and 
other union and non-union work- 
ers, 

“Since there were plenty of good 
carpenters already working on the 
job who would be there on Sat- 
urdays and Sundays, too, it 
wouldn't matter much if the extra 
crew didn’t know much about car- 
pentry,” the superintendent was 
told by the “straw boss.” 

“We were told not to worry 
about costs,” the superintendent 
continued. “The bosses told us: 
‘St. Louis U. will pay all the bills 
and the Government will pay St. 
Louis U.’” 

The university has denied that 
any federal funds were used 
the project, however.

2. Specifically authorize the 
Attorney General to use the in- 
junction when a strike in an 
“essential monopolized service 
or industry — burdens or ob- 
structs commerce in such a way 
as to endanger public welfare, 
health or safety” after thé Presi- 
dent has authorized a proposed 
‘emergency commission to inves- 
tigate and recommend settle- 
ment. 

3. Define unfair labor prac- 
tices by employes closely parel- 
leling those now covering em- 
ployers in the Wagner Act. La- 
bor organizations and leaders 
would be forbidden to coerce 
employes, use violence against 
them, seize property in strikes, 
withdraw essential maintenance 
workers, or order strikes with- 
out a majority vote of employes 
in secret ballot. 

4. Empower the Attorney Gen- 
eral to file charges of unfair 
labor practices. The National 
Labor Relations Board, which 
would be increased from three to 
five members, now has this 
power alone. 

5. Avoid industry-wide bar’ 
gaining, if this is desired, by 
giving employers as well as em- 
ployes the right to choose their 
representatives in bargaining, 


Right to Strike. 

6. Restrict labor unions in 
some respects, but still protect 
their right to strike, assemble 
peacefully, and picket peace- 
fully. 

7. Deprive labor organizations 
that engage in sympathy and 
jurisdictional strikes of their ex- 
clusive bargaining rights and 
make them liable for civil dam- 
ages. Individual union mem- 
bers would not be affected. 

8. Authorize suits by and 
against labor unions. 

9. Require all national unions 
to supply members with annual 
statements on finances, officers 
and obligations. 

10. Forbid political’ contribu- 
tions by labor. organizations, 
corporations and national banks. 

11. Grant congressional recog- 
nition of the right of various 
states to enact laws to bar 
closed shop agreenients. 

12. Authorize the Attorney- 
Genera] alone to use injunctions 
in “flagrant cases of boycott, 
secondary strikes and combina- 
tions to fix prices or restrict 
production.” 

No Private Injunctions, 

Case said this last provision 
would let the Government protect 
public interest without opening the 
door to “indiscriminate use of in- 
junctive process by private em- 
ployers.”

curity of the entire nation. Pend- 
ing determination of legal owner- 
ship, California oil firms are con- 
tinuing te extract oil from the 
tidelands at a rapid’ e under 
state permit, as are oil firms op- 
sor tay in several other coastal 
states. 

The House last year sustained 
President Truman's veto of the 
measure.

Far East” was made by the 
Ministry of National Defense as 
dispatches from Indochina told of 
new attempts of the Viet-Namese 
to infiltrate French positions in 
Hanoi, capital of Tonkin, and con- 
tinued artillery duels there. 

The Viet-Nam radio broadcast a 
message from President Ho Chi 
Minh of the Viet-Nam republic to 
the French people and Parliament 
listing the terms under which the 
Viet-Namese were ready to stop 
fighting in Indochina. The terms 
included a return to the status 
existing prior to the time the re- 
cent fighting began. in the French 
colony and resumption of confer- 
ences looking toward a final set- 
tlement of the Viet-Nam repub- 
lic’s independence demands. 


NLRB DELAYS FOREMEN CASES 
UNTIL SUPREME COURT ACTS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (UP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board today ordered suspension 
of proceedings in all ‘cases involv- 
ing bargaining rights for super- 
visory employes until the Supreme 


Court decides whether foremen 
are entitled to collective bargain- 
ing rights. 

“The NLRB has unanimously 
determined, out of respect for the 
court and in view of the great 
public interest in the question, 
not to conduct any new hearings 
or render any further decisions 
in foremen’s cases until the Su- 
preme Court has spoken,” the 
board said. 

The order will hold up several 
hundred cases involving the Fore- 
men’s Association, and AFL and 
CIO union affiliates. 

The Supreme Court was sched- 
uled to hear arguments today in 
a case involving foremen and su- 
pervisors of the Packard Motor 
Car Co. of Detroit. 


2-WEEK BRITISH COAL OUTPUT 
MILLION TONS ABOVE YEAR AGO 


LONDON, Jan. 9 (AP) — Pro- 
duction of Britain's deep shaft coal 
mines during the two weeks ended 
Jan. 4 was 5,366,000 tons, a mil- 
lion tons greater than for the pe- 
riod a year ago, the Ministry of 
Fuel and Power reported today, 

The period included four days 
of state operation of the pits, na- 
tionalized on Jan. 1. Government 
spokesmen, while refusing to at- 
tribute the entire boost to change 
of ownership, saw in the figures 
signs pointing to improvement of 
the nation’s critical fuel position.

terim term in the belief that his 
remarks to:the Mississippi legis- 
lators were off the record. 
“I did not intend to inject my- 
self into the controversy in Wash- 
ington, which I have avoided so 
far,” he added. 

Bilbo “Grateful.” 
Bilbo, at his “dream house” at 
Poplarville, .Miss., where he is 
awaiting a call to go to a New 
Orleans hospital for an operation 
on his mouth, said he was “pro- 
foundly and inexpressibly grate- 
ful” for Gov. Wright's’ decision. 
“I think the Governor’s decision 
is just recognition of the will of 
the great majority of the people of 
Mississippi,” Bilbo said. “I feel 
honored.” 


“When I get through with my 
operations and get well enough to 
fight to the finish, I will return to 
the battle scene.”

Australia Proposes a

Control Is Being Considered. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Jan. 9 
(UP) — Australia proposed today 
that the United Nations Security 
Council establish a new U.N. dis- 
armament commission to create 
world arms-scrapping machinery 
while the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion works out international 
atomic control. 

The. Australian proposal was 
aimed at averting an American- 
Russian controversy over wheth- 
er atomic control or general dis- 
armament should be considered 
‘irst by the Council, Ambassador 
N. J..O. Makin of Australia said 
his proposal would allow the U.N. 
to work on both matters at the 
same time, 

Makin’s proposal was made as 
the Council took up the task of 
implementing the General Assem- 
bly’s resolution about ridding the 
world of atomic weapons and re- 
ducing the arms and armies of 
all nations. 

His proposal listed three prin- 
cipal objectives: 

1, To establish a U.N. disarma- 
ment commission along lines sug- 
gested by ‘Russia which would go 
to work immediately on “prac- 
tical measures” for the regulation 
and reduction of armaments and 
armed forces, 

2.To send the atomic body 
back to work on actual details of 


an international atomic control 
program which, under terms of 
the commission's report to the 
Security Council, would be based 
strictly on the American atomic 
control plan. 

Since it involved acceptance of 
the atomic report by The council, 
this segment of Makin’s proposal 
held the possibility of a contro- 
versy, since Russia declined to 
vote when the atomic commission 
accepted the American plan and 
passed it on to the Council, 

3 Refer to the Military Staff 
Committee immediately the ques- 
tion of an international force for 
use by the United Nations, taking 
note of the Assembly resolution 
asking all member governments 
for information on troop strength.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (UP)—In- 
vestigators said today a six-inch 
blind spot on the left side of the 
Douglas DC-4 was a contributing 
causé of the collision between two 
Miami-bound airliners over Havre 
de Grace, Md., last Dec. 19. 

Seventy-seven passengers and 
seven crew members in the two 
planes escaped injury when both

GERMAN PLANNING 
TO HARNESS WINDS 


FOR ELECTRICITY 


Turbines Driven by Air Cur- 
rents Coupled With Water 
Power Are Projected. 


FRANKFURT, Jan. 9 (UP)— 
Herman Honnef, German elecrical 
plans to harness the 
force of the winds to relieve his 
country’s fuel and power shortage. 

The first practical 
of Honnef’s “waterwind power” is 
projected for the Selenter basin, 
near Hamburg. He plans to drive 


10 turbines there with 20 huge 
wind generators, coupled with the 
same number of pumps. 

Honnef gets his power from 
wind currents at an altitude of 
some 300 feet. He first noticed 
the winds in 1923 when he was 
building a lofty radio mast. Later 
he found the wind currents were 
not 100 per cent dependable, but 
he overcame that weakness by 
coupling his wind generators to 
water pumps. 

His idea is a simple one, Wind 
power is used to pump water, 
which in turn is used to operate 
the turbines which produce the 
electricity, 


Electricity produced by water 
power is considered cheap in Ger- 
many at one cent per kilowatt 
hour, but Honnef says his wind 
generators reduce the rate to one 
fifth of a cent. Furthermore, his 
generators are not affected by 
rain, snow or ice, thus guinding 
out power in all kinds of weather.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (AP)—The

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, will request a Senate investi- 


gation into charges that Govern- 
ment policy continues to force set- 
tlement at 100 cents on the dollar 
in claims to portal-to-portal back 
pay on war contract work, 

Ferguson, senior Republican 
member of the Senate War Inves- 
tigating Committee, said yester- 
day he would propose that the 
matter be investigated by that 
committee as one of its first acts 
when reconstituted as part of the 
new Congress. 

Meanwhile, Senator Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, the prospective 
chairman, submitted a resolutior 
to continue the life of the com- 
mittee. 

Ferguson said informatior 
reaching him indicated the De- 
partment of Justice was refusing 
to allow war contractors under 
suit by unions to pass the cases 
on to the Government. Instead, 
he said, the Government was 
forcing contractors to make only a 
“restricted” defense, limited by 
prevailing Government views of 
the law as it stands, although coné¢ 
gressional action against back pay 
suits now is in prospect. 

Ferguson said the effect of this 
in some cases was to leave the 
contractor with no alternative but 
a full settlement, the contractors 
in turn billing the Government for 
the added cost, since the contracts 
involved were on a cost-plus basis, 
Some such settlements already 
have come out, he said, and others 
were in prospect. 

“In the meantime,” Ferguson 
said, “wholly private employers 
are getting no example of resist- 
ance whatever from the Govern- 
ment. 

“They (the Government) are be- 
ing instrumental in settlements 
which we know nothing about, 
How much in added Government 
costs has already been incurred 
is not known.”

MANACLED ARMY 
DESERTER SWIMS 
7 MILES TO SHORE 


Leaps Off Ship Off Florida 
Coast to Visit Sick Sister, 
He Tells FBI. 


DETROIT, Jan. 9 (UP)—A 26- 
year-old Detroit Army deserter 
jumped from a steamship off the 
Florida coast and swam seven 
miles to shore while manacled so 
he could visit his sick sister here, 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion said today. 

Agents arrested William Schaieb 
yesterday and charged him with 
deserting from the army of oc- 


cupation in Europe. 
Schaieb, a former amateur box- 


er, boarded the Francis Scott Key 
at Glasgow, Scotland, but was dis- 
covered be‘ore the ship reached 
the United States and was held 
for military police authorities. 

When the ship neared the coast 
last Sept. 27, Schaieb leaped over- 
board despite the manacles on his 
wrists and swam to a point near 
Miami Beach in 11% hours. He 
then came here to see his sick 
sister and his father, he told the 
FBI.

Tuesday, “is not in harmony with 
Missouri law and does not advo- 
cate the use of methods proven 
more constructive and economical 
than imprisonment,” the league 
said. 

“The Missouri law authorizing 
use of judicial parole in the case 
of defendants convicted of a felony 
for the first time was passed in 
1889. The purpose of this law is 
to make possible adjustment or 
readjustment in society, without 
use of imprisonment, of defend- 
ants found suitable for such treat- 


ment, 
“Costs Much Less.” 

“Judicial parole or probation 
(which is similar to and more ef- 
ficient than judicial parole) ap- 
plied to wisely selected individu- 
als, upon suitable terms, and with 
adequate supervision, is more ef- 
fective in readjusting offenders 
than imprisonment, and costs 
much less.” 

By the use of judicial parole or 
probation, the league said, offend- 
ers often can support families 
which otherwise would become 
charges of society. 

Imprisonment often makes pris- 
oners worse than they were be- 
fore, the statement continued. 
Recreation, as well as labor, “is 
essential to a sound institutional 
program for prisoners of all ages,” 
the league asserted. 

Doubts on Guilt Cited. 

The directors said they were 
deeply concerned by Judge May- 
field’s statement that there had 
been times when he felt an in- 
nocent man was found guilty by a 
jury, but he felt 12 heads were 
better than one. 

“Is this attitude acceptable to 
the judges on the, Circuit bench 
in St. Louis?” the league direc- 
tors asked. “Can a court presided 
over by a judge with this view be 
correctly called a ‘court of. jus- 
tice 7’ 

“If innocent persons, declared 
guilty by juries, are not protected 
by trial judges, how are their civil 
rights to be protected?” 

In discussing ‘this views, Judge 
Mayfield asked: “What would be 
the point of convicting a man and 
then taking it all back? To parole 
a man immediately after he is 
found guilty only produces con- 
tempt for the law, 

“When a jury puts its branding 
iron on a man, who am I to take 
it off? I always accept the jury's 
decision.” He pointed out, how- 
ever, that on several occasions, 
after a man pleaded guilty, he re- 
fused to accept the plea and in- 
structed the accused man to plead 
not guilty.

Case said ne tried to avoid in 
viting disputants to seek govern- 
ment intervention because he 
Wants them to “settle their own 
problems.” 

The employer, he said, should be 
restrained by knowing he might 
get an unsatisfactory recommen- 
dation from the proposed emergen- 
cy commission. Labor leaders, he 
added, should be checked by know- 
ing “they might sit where John L. 
Lewis sits today and without any 
question of the Government's 
power to get an injunnction.” 

Re-emphasizing that his bill 
does not make labor injunctions 
available to private employers, 
only to the Government, Case re- 
called that when President Tru- 
man vetoed his former bill last 
spring the Chief Executive said in- 
junctions sought by the Govern- 
ment itself were “an essential ele- 
ment of government authority.” 

C10-Senatorial Conference. 

Fresh from a conference with 
CIO leaders, Senator James Mur- 
ray (Dem.), Montana, said today 
that if Congress passes “drastic 
labor legislation” it will create 
“serious bitterness and conflict.” 

On the other hand, he said, if 
no “restrictive, penalizing legisla- 
tion” is enacted. “I think that 
labor and management can get to- 
gether and work out their differ- 
ences without a serious wave of 
strikes.” 

Senator Murray told a reporter 
he was host at a small dinner last 
night, attended by CIO President 
Philip Murray, four or five other 
CIO men, and several Democratic 
Senators. 

He said they included Senators 
EMert Thomas of Utah, Kilgore 
of West Virginia, Pepper of Flor- 
ide, Taylor of Idaho, and “perhaps 
one or two more.” 

Murray had hoped to have AFL 
leaders present, too, he said, but 
had been unable to arrange it. 

“We plan to meet with the AFL 
separately later,” he added. 

Murray, who last year was chair- 
man of the Senate Labor Commit- 
tee. now headed by Senator Taft, 
explained the purpose of last 
night’s meeting was to get the 
CIO’s general views on economic, 
social, and labor problems. 

He said the CIO leaders ap- 
peared to regard President Tru- 
man’s labor program as “very fair 
and reasonable, and they would be 
giad to sit down and consider it. 
They didn’t indorse each proposal 
epecifically, but thought it was 
something that should be studied.” 

The President on Monday asked 
Congress to outlaw jurisdictional 
strikes, provide for arbitration of 
disputes growing out of interpre- 
tation of a contract, create a com- 
mission to find methods of pre- 
venting nationwide strikes in vital 
industries, and broaden social leg- 
islation. 

Concerning Republican proposals 
to outlaw the closed shop or re- 
strict unions in other ways, Mur- 
ray said the CIO takes this atti- 
tude: “It would be an attack on 
their fundamental rights and they 
would oppose it with all their 
strength.” 

Ball's Labor Measure. 

Ball introduced a Senate mea- 
sure yesterday to outlaw the 
closed shop. It would make il- 
legal all provisions in present or 
futures contracts requiring a per- 
son to be a union member to get 
or hold a job. 

Senate hearings probably will 
center first on the bill that Ball 
helped write, along with Taft and 
Senator Smith. It is an expanded 
version of the old Case bill. 

Senator Murray told a reporter 
he had sounded out Democratic 
colleagues on getting hearings 
under way Jan, 20. He expects to 
put it up to Taft. 

Major provisions of the Ball- 
Taft-Smith bill would: 

Make it easier to sue unions for 
violations of contracts, outlaw jur- 
isdictional and organizational 


strikes, require unions to register ‘ 


and file financia] statements with 
the Labor Department, deny col- 
lective bargaining powers to su- 
pervisory employes, create a new 
federal mediation board to solve 
disputes during a 60-day cooling- 
off period. 

Chairman Hartley (Rep.), New 
Jersey, of the House Labor Com- 
mittee said he planned to start 
hearings “by the 20th at the 
latest.” There is a possibility, he 
seid, that the committee will get 
under the wire with them next 
week. 

After talks with House Repub- 
lican leaders, Hartley plans to in- 
troduce a labor bill of his own 
as the basis for the hearings.

Force organized labor to be as 
responsible as management for 
living up to contracts. 

Outlaw jurisdictional disputes. 

Forbid mass picketing and in- 
timidation and coercion § § in 
strikes.

Restore the right of free 
speech to employers—so they 
can tell their employes what 
they think of joining unions.

“The Government built and 
paid for Thunderbird Field in 
Arizona and gave it to a private 
corporation after the war. The

“Now the city of St. Louis 
wants to own, maintain and op- 
erate its own commercial airport, 
and to do this it must have these 
properties returned. It must re- 
move the military operations from 
the field.” 

Ploeser said numerous confer- 
ences had been held in St. Louis 
and Washington, and that the 
Navy did not seem to comprehend 
fully the ihjury inflicted on St.

gate, for construction of a four- 
lane state highway. 

The present marrow road has 
long been a bottleneck for traffic 
moving from St. Louis to the air- 
port terminal. Gaylord said he 
had been assured by state offi- 
cials that construction of the 
widened road would begin in the 
near future, 

The commission also approved 
purchase by the city of a 5%-acre 
tract of land south of Ross Air- 
port, 7800 North Broadway, for 
extension of one runway of this 
small landing field: Estimated 
cost is $9500. 

Vice Admiral George D. Murray, 
commandant of the Ninth Naval 
District, which includes St. Louis, 
visited Mayor Kaufmann briefly to- 
day while on an inspection trip of 
naval facilities here, including the 
Naval Reserve Air Base at Lam- 
bert Field. He told the Mayor he

Christians Unaware of Aims. 

For a time, the speaker said, 
German Christians did not realize 
what Hitler was trying to do. 
“The sheep were stupid,” he said, 
“but they became open-eyed when 
they recognized the wolf.” He 
told of Hitler’s attempt to silence 
the churches, and of the appoint- 
ment in 1933 of Ludwig Mueller as 
national Archbishop over the 
Protestant bodies. When this 
failed to overcome opposition, he 
said, pastors were sent to remote 
sections, then imprisoned. 

Pastor Niemoeller did not dif- 
ferentiate his treatment from that 
endured by many others, except to 
mention that he was designated 
as Hitler’s personal prisoner—a 
fact which enabled him, at Sach- 
senhausen, to keep his Bible, a 
privilege not granted to others. 
“Not all were as lucky as I, to 
come out after eight years prac- 
tically unharmed,” he said. 

The 54-year old clergyman 
showed signs of the nervous strain 
imposed by his long confinement. 
His hair is still dark, but his face 
is deeply lined. His wife, who 
was introduced to the audience 
and spoke briefly, has a tranquil 
and almost youthful face, but her 
hair is white.

VITO MARCANTONIO 
ORPHANED; NEITHER

American-Labor Representa- 
tive Unable to Learn Com- 
mittee Assignments. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
Representative Vito Marcantonio 
is the orphan of the new Congress. 
Neither party wants to adopt him. 
The fiery New Yorker who 
wears the tag of the American 
Labor Party is the only member 
of a minor party still left in Con- 
gress. 

Like every other Congressman, 
Marcantonio wants to know what 
committee he will serve on.

248, contended that the State Em- 
ployment Relations Board was at- 
tempting to “usurp” powers of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
and asserted that “the only way 
we can prevent anarchy is to force 
this allegedly fadlevendont union 
to apply to duly constituted Fed- 
eral authority.” 

The state board issued an or- 
der Dec, 28 calling for a bargain- 
ing election within 30 days. Local 
248, which has been on strike since 
April 29, 1946, questioned the 
board’s authority. The UAW local 
claimed it represented 9000 pro- 
duction workers,’ The new un- 
affiliated group asserted it repre- 
sented more than 3000‘employes at 
the plant. 

Negotiations toward settlement 
of the long-standing dispute have 
been stalemated over the union's 
demands for a minimum 25-cent 
an hour wage increase, control of 
grievance procedure and a union 
shop,

Charley Riley has something to 
his credit today that neither 
Willle Pep, featherweight cham- 
pion of the world, nor Phil Ter- 
ranova, No. 1 contender, can 
about.

Rico. Riley performed the feat 
at the Auditorium last night in 
the sixth round, aided by a ques- 
tionable decision by Referee Bob 
Ingham. 

Boxing at his very best and 
shooting sharp punches with both 
right and left hagds, Riley had by 
far the better of the going for five 
rounds during which he won three 
rounds and two were even. 

In the sixth he dropped Torres 
but the Puerto Rican bounced up 
without a count. It was the first 
time that St. Louis fight followers 
had seen Torres on the canvas 
although they had seen him go 
10 rounds with Pep and 10 with 
Terranova. 

And Then It Happened. 

Following the knockdown, Riley 
pinned Torres against the ropes 
at the east side of the ring and 
punched him almost at will. Or at 
least he punched at him and it 
seemed that most of the blows 
failed to land because of the weav- 
ing of the Puerto Rican. 

Suddenly, Ingham stepped in, 
waved Riley away and held up his 
hand in token of victory. 

Then Torres, who can speak lit- 
tle English, suddenly developed a 
quick vocabulary and told Ingham 
what he thought of his action in 
words of broken English and pro 
fane. The little Puerto Rican even 
took a swing at the referee and 
hit him lightly with his left. 


Fans Also Show Disgust. 

Spectators, incensed at the 
seeming injustice, showered news- 
papers into the ring and booed the 
referee, an infrequent official in 
main events. 

Later Ingham said that Torres 
stood helpless against the ropes 
for 30 seconds, his arms at his 
sides, his fists unclinched and his 
eyes glassy. Therefore he stopped 
the bout, the referee said. 

Those at ringside were dumb- 
founded at the action for they had 
seen Torres box his way out of 
much tougher situations than 
that in which he found himself, 

Riley. 

"Seameter Hans Bernstein was 
bitter at the State Athletic Com- 
mission. He declared that in fu- 
ture he would bring in out of town 
referees to handle main events, 
that h- was tired of taking the 
blame for what he termed ineffi- 
cient handling of bouts by referees 
over whom he had no control. 


Rotating System Being Used. 

Charley Pian, chief deputy, was 
at the ringside, but Commissioner 
William Herring was not in sight 
when the trouble started and it 
was said that Herring insisted that 
referees be rotated for main 
events. 

There are a number of young 
and promising referees here, in- 
cluding Ingham, but few have the 
experience necessary to handle 
important matches. The commis- 
gion uses the rotating system 
rather than choosing referees on 
merit for main bouts, 

Riley's performance suffered, 
too, from Ingham’s action, for 
Charley fought the best he has 
shown here in a long time. Had 
the bout been allowed to continue 
he probably would have been able 
to knock out Torres and gain

The police investigation appar- 
ently did not end with conviction 
of the dapper Paris, who was 
specifically charged with offering 
bribes to Merle Hapes and Frank 
Filchock, backfield players of the 
Giants, to “lay down” in the game. 

Hint of More ‘to Come. 


Judge Saul 8S. Streit, who fixed 
Jan, 28 for impoaing sentente, told 
Paris after the verdict: 

“My advice to you is: Co-operate 
with the district attorney if you 
expect any consideration from this 
court.” 

Ida McGuire, pretty Hollywood 
bit player, was among witnesses 
called today to the office of Dis- 
trict Attorney Frank S, Hogan as 
a spokesman said “higher-ups” 
still were sought in the attempt 
to bribe the two football players. 

Miss McGuire, who flew here 
from California to testify but was 
not called to the stand at Paris’s 
trial, reportedly was present at 
parties given by Paris and at- 
tended by Hapes and Filchock. 

Assistant District Attorney 
George P. Monaghan, who prose- 
cuted the case, had said he con- 
sidered Paris an agent of a gam- 
bling syndicate possibly centering 
in New Jersey. 

Each count of the two-count In- 
dictment against Paris carries 
maximum penalties of a $10,000 
fine and five years imprisonment.

to Tucker 


Of Army; Miss Dietz Eighth 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (AP)—Arnold Tucker, field general of the 
mighty, undefeated Army football team, today held amateur sports’ 


greatest honor—the James E. Sullivan award as the outstanding ama- 


teur athlete of 1946. 
The quiet, 22-year-old “brain” 
of one of the greatest gridiron 
machines ever fielded by the Mili- 
tary Academy, won the signal dis- 


tinction in the closest vote in the 
Sullivans trophy’s 17-year history. 

And by nosing out Johnny Lu- 
jack, quarterback of Notre Dame’s 
equally magnificent eleven, and 
Bill Smith, the brilliant, record- 
holding swimmer from Honolulu, 
Tucker brought West Point and 
football the coveted award for the 
second consecutive year. 

The prize for 1945 went to Felix 
(Doc) Blanchard, Army’s line- 
cracking fullback and three-time 
all-America. In the previous 16 
polls conducted by the Amateur 
Athletic Union, track had 10 win- 
ners, golf two, swimming, tennis,

‘Purity Code’ Gives Colleges 


Year to Put Houses in Order; 


Call for Boycott 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (AP)

Actually, the set of five princi- 
ples governing the conduct of in- 
tercollegiate athletics which were 
approved at the concluding session 
of the N.C.A.A. yesterday do not 
go into effect until the next .an- 
nual meeting in 1948. 

Between now and then, the 
code with its implementation 
clause providing sanctions against 
non-conformist schools in the 
form of a schedule boycott, will 
be written into the constitution by 
a committee appointed for that 
purpose, 

Plenty of Time for All. 

“This will give the colleges a 
year of grace to get cleaned up 
and adjust their conference rules, 
where necessary, to conform to 
our rules,” explained Prof. Karl 
E. Leib, Iowa’s faculty chairman 
of athletics who was elected presi- 
dent for 1947, 

Also referred to the constitu- 
tional revision committee was a 
resolution offered by Col, William 
Couper of Virginia Military In- 
stitute which would limit colleges 
to ten varsity football games a 
season and prohibit participation 
in post-season games. 

Couper’s anti-bowl proposal and 
the anti-recruiting provisions of 
the purity code met with vigorous 
opposition on the convention floor. 
The other code provisions, includ- 
ing one limiting financial aid to 
athletes to tuition, were adopted 
by unanimous votes. 

Against Recruiting: Clause. 

The southern colleges and par- 
ticularly the Southeastern Confer- 
ence which admits to paying its 
athletes through open subsidiza- 
tion, went along with the majority 
of the convention in approving all 
the principles except the~recruit- 
ing clause,

The convention unanimously 
adopted the resolution, derived 
from a round-table discussion yes- 
terday, oposing gambling. It calls 
for stronger law enforcement and 
suggests that newspapers refrain 
from printing odds or probable 
winners and that coaches and 
athletic directors be forbidden 
from making predictions.

Reasons for Popularity. 

The reasons for Mihai’s deep 
popular affection are several. 
First of all, he won the hearts of 
his people by an example of rare 
courage—the more courageous be- 
cause of his extreme youth at the 
time. In late August 1944, Mihai 
engineered a coup d'etat against 
the Germans who stil] occupied 
most of Romania. He did it while 
Nazis were still in » Sota Pe and 

hting bands of Romaman pa- 
iets ‘inside the capital; while 
both his own loyal troops and the 
Red Army were still several days 
distance away—and three days 
before the secretly fixed date for 
putting Romania on the side of 
the Allies. It took plenty of nerve. 

The Nazis retaliated by bomb- 
ing the royal palace in an effort 
to “get the King.” When Ro- 
manians talk about Mihail they 
sav happily, “He’s got cuts. 

Shortly after risking his life by 
standing up against the Germans 
Mihal risked his “acceptability 
by standing up to the Russians. 
He opposed the Soviet-Communist 
choice of Peter Groza for the 
premiership, even though he made 
himself unpopular both with Mos- 
cow and Romanian Communist 
leaders. As a result the King 
found himself in a period of 
strained relations with the Com- 
munists who control the Bucha- 
rest government. But the popular 
admiration for Mihai was merely 
rekindled. : 

The strength of the people's 
loyalty and affection raised a deli- 
cate problem for the Communist 
chiefs. They could not afford to 
launch a republican movement, or 
become openly antagonistic to the 
King. It became a contest in tac- 
tics and pressures, with Mihai's 
only ace his pronounced popular 
support. 

ox Almost a Recluse. 

Since the initial clash over 
Groza’s appointment, Mihai has 
been wise enough to walk softly 
and talk little. He lives quietly, 
almost a recluse; and spends most 
of his time out of sight at the 
summer palace, up in the moun- 
tains at Sinaia. As always almost 
his only intimate and wholly de- 
pendable adviser is his mother, 
that remarkable’ woman, the for- 
mer Princess Helen of Greece. 
All Romanians recognize that it’s 
his maternal inheritance which 
has made Mihai what he is today. 

Most of his people realize equal- 
ly well that Mihai’s is just about 
the most ticklish situation that 
confronts any present wearer of a 
crown, To keep his throne it 
seems he must gain or keep the 
favor of the Soviets and the Ro- 
manian Communist leaders. Ob- 
servers here ask: How long can 
he do this and still defend what 
he regards as his country’s in- 
terests? | 

That's admittedly no easy ques- 
tion, and there’s no easy answer 
to it. Especially since Mihai has 
shown that he has ideas and con- 
victions of his own. His father’s 
sisters, Queen Elisabeth and Arch- 
@uchess Ileana, have been precious 
little help to him to date. And no 
one knows better than Mihai him- 
self that the duration of his reign, 
and probably of the monarchy in 
Romania, depends almost entirely 
on how reasonably well he can get 
along with domestic Communist 
chiefs and the Soviet Union. 

Signs of Co-operation. 

After a period of mutual! coolness 
there are recent signs that the 
King and the Soviet-Communists 
are experimenting in co-operation. 
This is natural enough on both 
sides, since each protagonist needs 
the other in certain important 
Ways. Political realists are not 
surprised. They say, “When the 
King fails to co-operate, he will be 
ditched.’ : 

They also see a showdown as 
coming inevitably some day; per- 
haps when the Communist-directed 
government is forced constitution- 
ally to ask the King to dissolve 
Parliament. That can’t be done 
legally without the King’s approv- 
al. If he approves calling new elec- 
tions for a Constituent Assembly, 
the new resulting Constitution 
(largely Communist-drafted) may 
Geprive the King of his most im-

Little things like this are much 
noticed in present-day Romania. 
|Political implications are seldom 
Jost on the Romanians, They un- 
derstand perfectly that their King 
is walking a tightrope. In the ar- 
dor of their affection they prob- 
ably expect too much of “Mihai- 
lica” (little Mihai). But the uni- 
versality and warmth of their af- 
fection in reality constitutes his 
one real source of strength. 

There is a tragic quality in 
Mihai’s situation and destiny, His 
father made a mess of things and 
much scandal. He was separated 
from his devoted and intelligent 
mother in the years when he 
needed her most as a boy in his 
early teens. His father’s abdica- 
tion pushed him on the throne be- 
‘fore he was 20, at the beginning 
of a world war. He inherited a 
thankless job as ruler of an occu- 
pied and amputated country ridden 
with political corruption, When 
|Germany’s dominance was at last 
removed it was immediately re- 
‘placed by Soviet Dreponceraneh. 

A Harassing Position. 
| Mihai has to carry himself like 
a king, but can rarely act like 
one, He is compelled always to 
remember that no throne today is 
so uncertain as his. There can 
be very little happiness in his 
job, yet he can’t leave it without 
walking out on his people and 
his country. For a young man 
of 25, virtually alone except for 
his mother, this is a most harass- 
ing position, But Mihai carries 
on—without the plaudits of any- 
one, save his own peasant people. 

There was no such heroism in 
the make-up of his father, When 
Carol was king he made the job 
pay him many millions of dollars 
in dividends, regardless of the im- 
poverished nation. Then Carol 
thoughtfully got large chunks of 
that money deposited outside of 
Romania, According to one story 
in Bucharest, a friend asked Mihai 
not long ago if he had taken the 
precaution df sending a generous 
amount of his capital abroad, “just 
in case of a rainy day.” His an- 
swer is said to have been: “No. 
I have no money outside of Ro- 
mania, I don’t want anybody to 
be able to say that I acted like 
my father.” 

Certainly, no one can say that 
up to now, This explains why the

Writing in the New Republic 
magazine, of which he is aditor, 
Wallace said Churchill is trying 
to make France and Germany 
combine as buffer states. against 
Russia. He declared of Churchill: 
“While Russia still lies prostrate 
and bleeding, he forgets her suf- 
ferings in his eagerness to restore 
to full vigor the nation that was 
the cause of her plight.” — 

The Fulton Speech. 
Wallace said the Churchill pol- 
icy “accidentally and temporarily 
became the American policy” after 
Churchill's “iron curtain” speech 
at Fulton, Mo., last March, 
Wallace wrote that “to the best 
of my knowledge” President Tru- 
man did not know in advance of 
the contents of the Fulton speech. 
He said “Truman didn’t suspect 
what Churchill was up to,” so he 
didn’t take the trouble to read 
Churchill's speech in advance. 

He said that Truman didn’t 
know “his Churchill,” and he didn’t 
know him when “I told him that 
the former Prime Minister had 
shown him, as President of the 
United States, the greatest dis- 
courtesy.” 

Wallace said few public 
addresses have been so loaded with 
dynamite as the Fulton speech. He 
said that coming from a wartime 
Prime Minister it shocked Ameri- 
cans and made them think Chur- 
chill had access to special infor- 
mation they did not possess. 


Some Americans, war weary 
but tense, begin to move danger- 
ously toward the thought of an 
irrepressible conflict,” he said. 
“My speéch of Sept. 12 (which 
forced his resignation from the 
Cabinet) helped to blow away 
some of the fog Churchill had 
created.” 


A New Cliveden Set. 


Wallace described a recent ma- 
azine article by Churchill as a 
bid for “the new Cliveden set.”

Nevertheless, influential mem- 
bers said the Senate’s action, 
while a resounding vote of con- 
fidence in Marshall, was not 
necessarily a “blank check” policy 
indorsement.

policies. 

One exception was China, where 
he has personally observed the 
chaotic situation for 13 months. 

Marshall's extraordinary report 
on China’s troubles avoided spe- 
cific recommendations, but he was 
expected to have some specific 
ideas about United States policy 
and more particularly its execu- 
tion in that area when he re- 
ports in person to President Tru- 
man, 

From Senator Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, new chairman of the Sen- 
ate War Investigating Committee, 
came a prediction that Marshall 
shortly will order civilian control 
of American administration in Ger- 
many — a move consistently op- 
posed by Byrnes. 

Brewster's prediction to a re 
porter was based on the belief that 
Marshall would go along with such 
a recommendation by Lt. Gen, 
Lucius Clay, now the commander 
of American forces in Europe.

For Decontrolling Rents 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I believe the decontrol of rent by the 
OPA would be in the public interest. 
The only effect of the OPA today is 
to subsidize the well-situated renter at 
the expense of the landlord. 

It’s true that if rents are lifted now, 
the landlords will make a killing. But 
aren't the used car dealers, the refrig- 
erator repairmen, the dairymen, the 
butchers, the coal miners, the automo- 
bile workers, the streetcar operators— 
in fact, virtually all manufacturers, re- 
tailers and consumers—enjoying the 
most prosperous times of their lives 
already? 

Furthermore, the groups mentioned 
above all determine their own pay rates 


‘and profits, subject to the forces of 
@ompetition (except where free compe 


tition is precluded by the existence of 
labor unions), while the landlord has 

no control over his return. 
The immediate effect of rent decon- 
trol will quite naturally be an Over- 
in rent, but the net effect 


all 
will be to decrease the rents of many 


submarginal units which are now rénted 
to veterans at exorbitant, OPA-sanc- 


tioned rates. This effect will be achieved 


by releasing the better places to those 
able to pay the high rentals, and grad- 
ing the rest downward on the basis of 
ability to pay, rather than giving every 
advantage to him who didn’t have to go 
to the Army and who at the same time 
prospered at home. 

The OPA is not protecting the vet- 


eran. It is, in most instances, prevent- 


ing him from getting a decent place to 
live. It is protecting those who did not 
have to go to the Army against those 
of us who were less lucky or resourceful. 

I don’t believe that anyone should 
have to live in substandard dwellings, 
but since someone obviously does have 
to live there, why should it not be

Gov. Donnelly’s Message 


Gov. Donnelly’s message to the Legislature 
yesterday was delivered under circumstances 
strikingly similar to those under which Presi- 
dent Truman delivered his, message on the 
State of the Union. In each case a Democratic 
executive is addressing a legislative body pre- 
dominantly Republican; in each case the execu- 
tive presumably cut the executive garment 
somewhat to fit the legislative cloth; in each 
case the executive showed a spirit of reasonable- 
ness and a spirit of co-operation which seems 
‘to be reciprocated by the legislative branch. 

Gov. Donnelly asked the Legislature for a 
law to prevent “strikes which affect the lives, 
health or safety of the general public, or chal- 
lenge the sovereignty of State Government,” 
and the Legislature appears ready to respond. 
The irresponsible strike of operating engineers 
of the Union Electric Co. showed that legisla- 
tion to this effect is required. 

The Governor recommended also legislation 
to enforce the contractual responsibility of 
unions. This, too, is needed but it must be 
framed with exceeding care lest it be suscepti- 
ble of manipulation to embarrass or discredit 
unions. The passage on labor would have been 
materially strengthened if the recommendations 
for the regulation of unions had been balanced 
by a request for a state minimum wage law. 

The recommefidations for the reorganization 


of certain of the state penal and eleemosynary 


institutions are timely. The request for legisla- 
tion to enable Missouri to take better advantage 
of federal aid for the blind should be granted. 

The message says nothing, however, of the 
pressing need to expand social security bene- 
fits to the indigent to take into account the 
contracted purchasing power of the dollar. 
"This is a grave omission—unless the Governor 
intentionally withheld recommendations in this 
field for his budget message,- which may be 
sent to the Legislature at any time within 30 
days after the session opens. 

The same observation applies to the Gov- 
ernor’s silence on the plea of hard-pressed 
city and county governments to share in the 
swollen revenues from the 2 per cent state 
sales tax. That issue presumably will be met 
in the budget message. 

In the section of his address dealing with 
river development, Gov. Donnelly avoids men- 
tion of the proposed Missouri Valley Authority. 
But he shows awareness of the shortcomings of 
the Pick-Sloan plan and ‘demands that such 
problems as soil conservation and the preserva- 
tion of wildlife bé taken into account along with 
navigation and flood control. The Pick-Sloan 
group will not find the Governor in a mood of 
easy compliance at the meeting of the Missouri 
Basin Inter-Agency Committee next week. 

While Gov. Donnelly was addressing the law- 
makers at Jefferson City, Gov. Dwight Green 
was telling the Illinois Legislature that, among 
other things, it must make more generous pro- 
vision for the public schools and undertake the 
reapportionment of congressional representation 
which now allows voters in some rural districts 
four or five times as much voice in the lower 
house of Congress as is exercised by voters in 
certain urban districts. 

Both of these matters are omitted in Gov. 
Donnelly’s message, and they are subjects that 
ought to receive attention. In Jefferson City, 
as in Washington, there is latitude for the Re- 
publican legislature to exercise initiative. 
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One Squatter Gone 

The Army has ended its invasion of Lambert- 
St. Louis Field. Just a day after the city ac- 
cused the Army of wanting to peddle off rights 
to 8.4 acres, which it had leaséd from the city 
for $1 a year in the war emergency, the Army 
declared the property surplus. The land is now 
in the hands of the War Assets Administration 
for disposal. This should be the first step toward 
regaining the for St. Louis. 

But the Army’s encroachment on Lambert 
Field was the least obtrusive of three. The city 
has charged that use of the field for a Naval 
Air Training Station ts a hazard to commer- 


cial fiying. And the main bone of contention ~ 


continues to be the former Curtiss-Wright plant, 
which has been leased out under naval contracts 
by the Reconstruction Finance Corp. Both the 
training station and the plant are on city land, 
and federal occupation hinders efforts to make 
St. Louis an air center. The Navy and RFC 
must stop being squatters on our airport. 
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Why This Ban on Marriage? 

Fifty years ago, under circumstances now 
forgotten, the St. Louis Board of Education 
passed a rule against the employment of married 
women teachers.. The half-century since has 
seen a virtual revolution in the outlook on 
women, ' 

They have been brought out of the boudoir 
and the kitchen. Their hair has been bobbed 
and their ankles exposed. They have been given 
the vote, impaneled on juries, sent to Congress, 
elevated to the Cabinet and made the potent 
and stimulating competitor of the male in busi- 
ness, the professions and the arts. ‘The net ef- 
fect of these changes has been to enrich life. — 

Yet the archaic ban on married women teach- 
ers is retained the St.-Louis public schools. 
Most other cities, if they ever employed such 
discrimination, have abandoned it. 

Many of our best-managed business institu- 
tions requiring women of a caliber comparable 
to that demanded in teaching go out of their 
way to enlist married worien, providing a system 
of maternity leaves. They recognize that if mar- 
ried women employes suffer from multiple de- 
mands on their attention, the loss on this ac- 
count is likely to be made up by other qualities 
»—Qualities as valuable in a schoolroom as in 

An effort is being made by several civic and 
professional groups to have the Board of Educa. 
tion lif} the ban on married teachers. A re- 
quest to this effect has been filed with the 
Board by a committee representing these organi: 
zations: | 

League of Women Voters, 
Business and Professional Women’s Club, 


. This request will Be in the hands of the Board 
of Education when it meets Tuesday, and it 
‘should receive favorable consideration. The rule 
does more than merely harm the schools by 


denying them access to a large pool of teacher 
talent. It sets a double standard for men and 


women and places an economic hazard in the | 


way of women teachers wishing to marry. 

The Board of Education is preparing to go 
before. the voters to ask for the public schools 
a large bond issue and a sizable increase in the 
tax rate. Before attempting these things, the 
board should bring itself in step with modern 
practice and modern feeling in its treatment of 
women employes. 
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Economic Statesmanship 

President Truman’s message on economic 
policy must be followed by a big IF. What he 
said makes solemn sense and may be disregarded 
only at grave peril of depression and the con- 
traction of liberty which modern depressions 
bring in and leave behind. 

To be sure, the immediate outlook is not dark. 
Mr. Truman held out hope that even a minor 
recession can be avoided if employers, employes 
and farmers will do their part. Good economic 
behavior, as he asserted, is much more a matter 
of lower prices than of higher wages, which can 
too easily fuel a boom-and-bust cycle. There 
are signs that this truth is beginning to sink in 
where it counts. 

He is equally sound on taxes; he had the cour- 
age to come out squarely against reductions this 
year. He is right and Knutson and Taft are 
wrong. For, as Marquis Childs says, “It’s hard 
to see how a tax cut can be justified except as 
a piece of political bait for 1948. Every possible 
bit of surplus should go toward scaling down the 
debt and thereby the cost of servicing the debt” 

On the other hand, the President marches with 
Mr. Taft on his long-range housing bill. Tru- 
man and Taft alike know that housing is the 
most explosive issue. The Wagner-Ellender- 
Taft bill is only a step, but an urgent one. 

Mr. Truman’s program includes. higher mini- 
mum wages embracing more workers, extended 
and enlarged social security including health in- 
surance, distribution of Federal-aid funds with 
more regard to need and less to matching ability. 
He proposed expanding the school lunch program 
and—now that agriculture again has surpluses in 
sight—hinted at something like the old food- 
stamp program for low-income citizens. 

On some or all these items the President has 
hearty support from Republican progressives. 
But, as the last Congress has already shown, 
some items are in for trouble from “conserva- 
tive” elements in both parties. For “social legis- 
lation” is still associated in some minds with the 
New Deal’s bumbling recovery. 

The truth, as Mr, Truman makes clear, is that 
such measures are economic stabilizers, safety 
valves and cushions which make it possible for 
capitalistic democracy to withstand the internal 
stresses which come with our advanced speciali- 
zation and intricate interdependence. Some 
people would. wait instead until we get in 
trouble, in the belief that the public works 
panacea can buy us out. The President nailed 
that fallacy, Stabilizing high employment and 
prosperity requires a great variety of me&ns. 

Those who long for the Never-Never Land of 
Coolidge will-say the message has a New Deal 
cast. That is true only to the extent that the 
New Deal chanced to get at particular needs of 
our time and system. Mr. Truman abhors the 
NRA and economic isolationism errors which in- 
fected the New Deal for so long. Reaching 
deeper than the New Deal into American tradi- 
tion, he calls for more money to enforce the 
anti-trust laws and for a plug in the Clayton 
Act loophole through which monopolies are 
forming today without hindrance. And he 
throws down the gage to high-tariff apostles 
who would repeal the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments, restrict import (and thus export) trade, 
bring retaliation and lead toward another war. 

In this message Mr. Truman showed a highly 
enlightened economic statesmanship. The peril- 
ous question is how the Congress, and a people 
engaged in sweeping reaction against so much 
that was in their prewar past, will respond.

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Toward Freedom for Burma 
Prime Minister Attlee’s approach to the prob- 
lem of the future of Burma is to be commended 
for its directness and for its fairness both to 
Britain and the Burmese. _ Inviting representa- 
tives of the 15,000,000 people who live in the 
Indo-Chinese colony to Whitehall for discussion 
of the terms, the head of the Labor Government 
says: 
We do not desire to retain within the 
Commonwealth and Empire any unwilling 


peoples. It is for the people of Burma to 
decide their own future. 


Mr. Attlee’s opinion is that Burma. will be 
better off to remain in association with the Em- 
pire, but there is to be no coercion. 

The difference between economic value in 
peacetime and military value in time of war was 
sharply and tragically brought home to the 
British by their experience with Burma, The 
Far Eastern colony turned in large sums of in- 
come to British owners of Burmese industries; 
as long as the pounds arrived no one cared much 
that the native peoples were increasingly dissat- 
isfied. With the coming of the war, this un- 
concern paid off—for the Japanese. 

That kind of Burma was much more a handi- 
cap than a help to Britain when crisis came, The 
Labor Government acts in Britain’s own best 
interests by seeking to help Burma find the way 
to a free and fuller life.

This winter should be the most bedeviled 


in the history of our swelling commercial 
airlines, 


May 17 was a day of anguish for the air- 
line operators; they speak of it as Black 
Friday, On Black Friday a chronic traffic 
jam in the sky over New York suddenly 
inflated to terrific proportions, Planes were 
booming into the approach zone fastet than 
controllers could land them at La Guardia. 
Approach Control sorted them into stacks 
over radio fixes, and told them to wait. 


The crisis came at 11:40 a.m. At that 
moment 32 aircraft were stacked up or en 
route to La Guardia. So, Air Traffic Con- 
trol isolated New York to avert disaster. 
All inbound traffic was stopped: cities 
scheduling flights to La Guardia were noti- 
fied to hold them back. By nightfall air- 
line men could count their losses; 40 flights 
canceled outright; four diverted to other 
airports; an aggregate delay of 223 hours 
to planes stacked in the air or held on the 
ramp. 


Too Many Black Fridays 


The airlines are having too many Black 
Fridays and Blue Mondays and Tough Tues- 
days; too many canceled flights, delays 
and missed schedules, Traffic tie-ups are 
costing them $25,000,000 annually, as an air- 
line pilot reported recently in the Saturday 
Evening Post. The pilot condemned our 
airway radio aids as obsolete and voiced 
the hope that instrument-landing systems, 
now being installed at key airports, would 
loosen the jam. 


The Ciyj] Aeronautics Administration shy- 
ly admits that its instrument-landing sys- 
tem—called ILS—is évery bit as good as 
the pilot hopes for the next stage of air- 
way development, Critics say that ILS 
should be abandoned in favor of another 
blind landing device, Ground Control Ap- 
proach—a radar trick called GCA for short, 


The fact is that the CAA couldn’t swap 
electrical horses this year even if it want- 
ed to. The change-over from ILS to GCA 
might take three years to complete. The 
prospect of a three-year wait discourages 
the airline operators, They want ILS; it’s 
a bird in the hand. 

And still we'll have traffic jams. By it- 
self, neither ILS, GCA nor any other blind- 
landing system can make airline time- 
tables reliable in poor weather, 


For Something Superhuman 


All right then, more airports. Multiple 
airports clustered around the large cities 
will absorb multiplied traffic. They will 
also complicate traffic control when their 
approach lanes intersect. To get full value 
from multiple, double-tracked airports, the 
CAA must find new ways to contfol air- 
plane movements. ; 

Human control of instrument traffic is 
wobbling toward a dead end, Something 
superhuman is wanted, 

The CAA aimed at robot control six years 
ago. An electrical control) board for auto- 
matic posting of flight dajm was tried out 
at Washington National rt. The idea 
was to replace talky ground communica- 
tions, slow and liable to error, with auto- 
matic signals. This was Teleregister, in- 
tended to mechanize all communications, 
including ground to air and back again. 

The robot controller has been an item in 
CAA budgets which Congress has slashed 
year after year. Meanwhile a dozen man- 


ufacturers have come forward with rival 
systems for traffic control, or fractions of 
systems, or new instruments. 


Comes now radar with television. The 
Radio Corporation of America proposes to 
put before the ground controller a large 
radar scope. Pips on the scope would rep- 
resent all aircraft within 50 miles, A geo- 
graphical map is superimposed on the 
scope. . The third step is strictly Buck 
Rogers. RCA would televise the whole 
thing to pilots. 


RCA calls its system Teleran. There is 
another somewhat like it, called Navar, 
developed by International Telephone and 
Telegraph. 


Stop-and-Go in the Air 


This sounds wonderful, But—you guessed 
it—there’s a catch, Teleran or Navar may 
take five years to come shiny from the 
shop. A national network might cost $500,- 
000,000. And the ground controller would 
still be reaching for an aspirin. 


Let’s go back to the mechanical brain. 
The new Frankenstein in aviation is the 
General Railway Signal Co. : 


The GRS system aims at duplicating in 
the sky, by electronic devices, the best fea- 
tures of modern railroad dispatching. The 
go-stop signs would be automatic and on 
a block-to-block basis, and there would be 
a track to follow. The track would be a 
chain of radar beacons on the ground. 

The stations could be spaced at any in- 
terval. If they were 30 miles apart, the 
airway would be divided into 30-mile blocks, 
When an airplane enters the block, the ra- 
dar eye sees it and flashes an electronic 
question, “What's your altitude?” 


An automatic transmitter linked to the 
altimeter replies, say, “Six thousand feet” 
—in coded signals, of course. If no other 
airplane is in the block ahead at that alti- 
tude, the ground mechanism emits a go- 
ahead signal; the pilot gets a green light. 

So far, no full-dress civil testing has been 
possible for the General Railway Signal sys- 
tem, or Teleregister, or Teleran, or Navar, 
or GCA, or even ILS, This winter, when 
ILS units are fired up, will make a begin- 
ning. But it will be a bad winter for the 
airlines. 


A DUAL DISTINCTION

Kentuckians, and notably Central Ken- 
tuckians, have followed with increasing 
pride the rise of Charles Allen Thomas. It 
has been a rise in the realm of modern 
science in which few of us would know our 
way about. 

Dr. Thomas has been a highly successful 
industrial research chemist. In other 
words, what industry thinks of him is plain 
enough from, the position he has attained 
in it. And his election recently as presi- 
dent of the American Chemical Society con- 
firms the fact that science thinks at lenst 
equally well of him, It is a dual distinc- 
tion of some moment, 

The news, of course, is no surprise. Dr. 
Thomas was one of the five authors of the 
immensely valuable and important Ache- 
son-Lilienthal report on international con- 
trol of nuclear energy, He participated in 
the development of the atomic bomb, but, 
better than that, his background in industry 
appears to qualify him ideally where the 
application of nuclear energy to peacetime 
uses is concerned. No more exciting or sig- 
nificant task could be imagined. 


Old Mirrors of Today 


THE SHORTER NOVELS OF STENDHAL (Marle Henrf 
Beyle). (Liveright Publishing Corp., New York.) 
Stendhal has been dead more than ioo 

years. His books, like the acorns that 

sprout after the parent oak has fallen, con- 
tinue to live. 

The present handsomely-bound volume in- 
cludes six of the shorter pieces on which 
the Stendhal! fame rests (his big book, of 
course, is “The Red and the Black.” which 
some critics believe to be the greatest 
French. novel), The stories, though they 
are described as short novels, range, by 
modern standards, from “Armance,.” which 
is as long as an average James M. Cain 
novel, say, to “Vanina Vanini.” of about 
the same length as most of the longish 
short stories you'll find in magazines such 
as Story. 

Translations are by C. K. Scott Mon- 
crieff, the translator of the Marcel Proust 
novels into English. Other titles in the 
series are “The Duchess of Palliano,” “The 
Cenci,” “The Abbess of Castro,” and “Vit- 
toria Accoramboni.” The titles show that, 
though a Frenchman, he was quite partial 
to stories of Italian content. He liked the 
Italians, believing them to be a rounded 
civilized people. They appealed to what was 
subtle and passionate, realistic and mad, 
spenhdthrift and devoted, direct and side 
long, in his own nature.

Taine and Georg Brandes, great critics 
both, are quoted on the publishers’ blurb in 
extravagant praise of Stendhal. The critics 
are physically dead too, yet their words 
about the continuing-to-live quality of their 
fellow ghost still make sense. Why? The 
late Gertrude Stein, speaking of something 
else, made a famous phrase that may be 
apropos as an answer. A rose is a rose is 
a rose, she said. The final “is a rose” em- 
phasized that a rose can never be anything 
else. 

Stendhal’s work continues to have an 
unfading rose-blush to it, granting it re- 
newal of membership in each season of 
literary roses, This is so even though, ob- 
viously, he used the language of his day 
—and that language, through twentieth- 
century eyes, has many words to describe 
material objects and processes that have 
passed out of use,

With Stendhal, it is still the point of 
view that counts, not the material objects 
described. Even though, in passing, he tald 
of the headlines of his times—and those 
headlines seem quaint now quite often—his 
constant preoccupation was people, 

His stories are all love stories, hate 
stories, greed stories, etc. Reading of the 
people in those stories, with their “far- 
away enigmatic expréssions and their sweet 
seductive wicked smiles,” as Brandes de- 
scribed them, is like looking into a family 
album or closet. You see the strange hair 
cuts on the men, the dresses on the women, 
and you begin by thinking, “No, I have 
lost all semblance to these people.” Then, 
as you continue to look, the haircuts be- 
come unimportant and the dresses too, and 
you find yourselves discovering your ances 
tors, the old Adams and Eves, and there, in

The Battle of the Budget 


HE battle of the budget will be fought at three different levels. 
The end is likely to be a confused compromise which will force 
many Government departments to pinch off useful and even 


essential services. 

Level Number 1, at the bottom 
of the budgetary mountain, is the 
estimate of Chairman John Taber 
of the House Appropriations Com- 


mittee that the Federal Govern- 
ment can get along on $29,500,- 
000,000. Taber is the champion 
economizer among the Repub- 
licans. His weapon is a meat- 
ax rather than a scalpel. 


Taft’s Middle Way. 


Level Number 2, halfway up, is 
‘the estimate of Senator Robert 
A. Taft, chairman of the Repub- 
lican Committee on Policy in the 
Senate. Taft believes that a 
rough total of $32,500,000,000 will 
be ample for all the needs of the 
Government in the coming fiscal 
year. . Taft's accounting runs this 
way: 

“Rye armed services: $12,000,000,- 


Veterans: $7,000,000,000. 
ge on the debt: $5,000,000,- 


For all other Government serv- 
ices: $8,500,000,000. 

The last figure is, in Taft's 
opinion, perhaps even over-gener- 
ous. Certainly, he thinks, it is 
more than enough to cover the 
proper functions of the federal ma- 
chine. It would include a half 
billion dollars for foreign loans in 
addition to the commitment al- 
ready made to Great Britain. 

Level Number 3, at the top of 
the budgetary mountain, is the 
official estimate which President 
Truman will send to Congress. 
_Advance reports put that at 37 
billion dollars—from five to five 
and one-half billion ,above the 
maximum that Taft believes es- 
sential, 


Knutson Wins Allies. 


One difference between the Taft 
“and the Truman budgets is in the 
ammount of debt to be retired. Ad- 
‘Vance reports put that figure, in 
_the official budget, at two billion 
Moliars. In Taft's budget, about 
“ene billion dollars is allowed for 
“debt reduction. 
™ But the sharpest difference be- 

een the Democrat in the White 

ouse and the Republicans on 
Mapitol Hill is likely to be over 
tax reduction. It appears that 
“Representative Harold Knutson’s 
posed 20 per cent cut in the 
meome tax has much wider sup- 


Leaders in the Senate, including 
Taft, lean toward this figure The 
industrious Senator from Ohio has 
a careful rationalization to justify 
the 20 per cent slash. He beliéves 
that present high rates are infla- 
tionary; in the upper brackets, in- 
flated salaries are handed out just 
so that the individual can have 
enough to pay his tax and still 
keep an amount not too far below 
the take-home salary he received 
before high taxes. 

Taft also argues that present 
rates have reached the point of 
diminishing returns. Men, so the 
argument runs, simply will not 
work hard if they feel too large a 
percentage of their income must 
be paid out to the tax collector. 

A second sharp difference be- 
tween the White House and Con- 
gress is bound to come over con- 
tinuation of wartime excise taxes. 
Mr. Truman urged in his State of 
the Union message that these 
taxes be continued through the 
coming fiscal year. Republican 
leaders in both Senate and House 
are in favor of repealing them 
almost immediately. 


Political Bait? 


There is a possibility of a com- 
promise, however. Senate lead- 
ers may recommend continuation 
of the wartime taxes on liquor 
while favoring the repeal of those 
on furs, jewelry and cosmetics. 
This would leave the Government 
about half the revenue it receives 
from present excise taxes 

Let’s assume that the economies 
Taft proposes are possible. We 
might be able to cut to the bone 
if production and _ prosperity 
throughout the nation stay at a 
high point 

But even if this is possible, it’s 
hard to see how a tax cut can be 
justified except as a piece of po- 
litical bait in 1948. Every possible 
bit of surplus should go toward 
scaling down the debt and there- 
by the cost of servicing the debt. 
We must not expect to escape 
so lightly the consequences of the 
war. We escaped the physical de- 
struction of Europe. We escaped 
the hunger and the terror that cut 
deep into the lives of millions all 
over the world. If we now attempt 
to pass on the financial cost to 
another generation, we shall be 
asking for trouble — and trouble 
not alone for ourselves but for 
succeeding generations, Cutting 
taxes is easy. Cutting the debt is

The reason is, I am sorry to 
suspect, that this Administra- 
tion has gone ahead with plans 


for Germany which, if the people 
of this country understood them, 
they would try to stop. Therefore 
“the less said about them the bet- 
‘ter. 

What are these plans? 

There are two alternates—both 
dangerous. 

The first plan—still called by 
‘the name of “Potsdam”—is for a 
united Germany under joint con- 
trol by the United States, Great 
Britain, France and the Soviet Un- 
ion. By “united” the Americans 
mean united under some form of 
weak central government, with 
full freedom of movement, goods 
shipments, communications, and 
eo forth for all the controlling 
powers and for the German popu- 
lation. 


A Unified Germany? 


The Americans, British and 
Russians say they are for unity. 
The French are frankly opposed 
and therefore subject to a great 
deal of abuse by the representa- 
tives of nations whose experience 
with Germany has been, to say 
the least, less intense than that 
of the French—thrice overrun by 
Germans within 70 years. 

The little nations—Belgium, 
Luxembourg, The Netherlands, 
Czechoslovakia—are also dubious. 
But since—contrary to all right 
reason—they will be absent from 
the council where the final deci- 
sions are taken—all they can do is 
to register their uneasiness at a 
preliminary hearing about to open 
in London. 

Although the big three seem 
united on the idea of a united 
Germany, it is by no means cer- 
tain that they are going to get 
one. They still disagree on what 
“unity” means. 

United Germany—according to 
Moscow—will include the Saar 
Valley—which France wants to 
control—but lack a vast section 
of east Germany that Russia and 
Poland have already as good as 
annexed. The Americans, and 
presumably the British, would give 
France control of the Saar, but 
wish to see Poland's western bor- 
ders pushed somewhat east of the 
Western Neisse river—the line 
— the Poles are now occupy- 

ge 


The Soviet View. 


This is an Important difference. 
There is another. 

The Soviets have, to all intents 
and purposes, permanently incor- 
porated their zone within the So- 
viet economic area. Part of the 
German industry has been carted 
off to Russia. The remainder— 
under what amounts to nationali- 
zation—is \‘orking full tilt. But 
80 per cent of the output is going 
te Russia. 

In addition, the Soviets are still 
asking for part of the output from 
the rest of Germany, taken from 
‘current production and amounting 
to at least $10,000,000,000 

At the same time, they show no| 


inclination to throw their zone’ 
open as part of a really united 
country. For that might mean 
the complete eclipse of the Com- 
munists who have sold their coun- 
try to Russia, It might mean that 
the government of united Ger- 
many would not be “friendly” to 
the Soviets—and instead “friend- 
ly” to the Western democracies, 


French Fear. 


Many Americans and British ex- 
perts do not quite see how even 
the lure of large reparations can 
persuade the Soviets to accept 
real unity. Therefore, while Rus- 
sia has been making up its mind, 
Washington and London have 
been going ahead with Plan 2, 


This calls for the more or less 
permanent cleavage of Germany 
into two parts—a Communized So- 
viet Germany in the east and a 
“democratic” Germany in the west. 
As a prelude to this, the Ameri- 
cans and British have united 
their respective zones. They would 
like to include the diminutive 
French zone as well. 

But the French are reluctant. 
The reason is quite simple. Both 
the alternate plans for Germany’s 
future would leave Germany with 
that swollen industry based on 
Ruhr coal that has permitted the 
Germans to bully and boss Europe 
more than half a century. Here 
the French see danger of a new 
attack by a resurgent Germany 
at some future time. 

The important thing about the 
French viewpoint is that it‘ was 
originally shared by the Ameri- 
can and British governments and 
consecrated at Quebec by Roose- 
velt and Churchill. 


The Heart of Europe 


Since Potsdam, in view of the 
brutal imperialism of the Soviet 
Union, the American and British 
governments have been quietly 
modifying their original plans for 
destroying German economic su- 
premacy in Europe. Both govern- 
ments now insist that Germany is 
the economic heart of a continent 
and must remain as such, If Ger- 
many remains united, the occupy- 
ing powers will prevent Germany 
from again becoming a _ world 
menace If Germany is divided, 
the democracies will rebuild west- 
ern Europe around a democratic 
western Germany 

The French, with that admir- 
able directness of view that no de- 
feat can cloud, dissent 

To them, the important thing is 
less who controla Germany than 
whether Germany keeps its in- 
dustrial supremacy. Unless this 
last is destroyed—unless German 
industrial concentrations are 
scattered and the Ruhr coal goes 
to France to become steel instead 
of French iron ore going to Ger- 
many—then the French will con- 
tinue to fear Germany far more 
than they can be induced to fear 
Russia, 

And there will be no _ recon- 
structed Europe, not even a 
Western European bloc, that is 
my judgment. 


NEW ART GROUP OPENS 
MUSEUM EXHIBITION 


Missourians’ Experimenta] 
Aims Reflected in 56 Paint- 
ings and Sculptures. 


The first exhibition of the 
Missourians, a new group of eight 
artists of the St. Louis area, 


opened today at City Art Museum. 
The 56 paintings and sculptures 
on view represent clearly the ex- 
perimental aims of the society. 
The members, all of whom have 
been exhibiting for several years 
and have won prizes in recent 
Midwest shows, banded together 
last summer for discussion and 
exploration of new media and 
-modes of expression. 

Typical of the distinctive work 
of the organization are two large 
exhibits by Fred Dreher and 
Russell Kraus. In “Decoration,” 
Dreher has made successful use 
of a novel medium. It depicts, in 
{inlaid linoleum, the Father of 
Waters, holding a catfish and 
surrounded by sunfish and a 
turtle, 

The design indicates the river’s 
latent strength, Brute force is in 
the reclining ‘figure’s powerful 
head and neck ,while his pose 
suggests quiescent energies and 
gentleness. Decorative purpose is 
carried out by simplicity of line 
and color, a mottled blue repre- 
senting the water background, 
and a terra cotta brown the river’s 
inhabitants. 

Kraus’s semi-abstract oil on a 
sand base measures four by ten 
feet and has a name to scale: “For 
Thine is the Kingdom and the 
Power and the——?” It repre- 
sents four stylized, heavy-footed 
industrial laborers. Although the 
message may be similar to that of 
Edwin Markpam’s poem, “The 
Man With the Hoe,” the painter’s 
interest lies largely in the design. 
At first the flat, Euclidean effect 
of pyramids and other polygons is 
oppressive, but because of balanc- 
ing and echoing of shapes it has 
unity of composition and rewards 
study in the same way a symphony 
does. 

Verging on complete abstraction 
is Mabel Meeker Edsall’s “Noc- 
turne,” in which fluid swirls of 
blue and black invite, as in a 
dream, the imagining of shapes 
which are not there. The painting 
is dynamic, like the work of 
Georgia O'Keeffe, but it seems 
emasculated because almost di- 
vorced from human experience. A 
more meaningful exhibit by the 
same artist is the arbitrarily sim- 
plified, prismatic “Chasm Falls, 
Colorado.” 

James Harmon, excellent color- 
ist, is showing a large oil, “Young 
Artist,” the only portrait on dis- 
play. The subject, a_ sensitive, 
introspective teen-age girl in blue 
jeans, is interpreted as having 
unusual poise and dignity in spite 
of the informality of her attire. 
Other works worthy of special 
note are “Ste, Genevieve,” by 
John Baker; four intimate figur- 
ines by Hillis Arnold of the Mon- 
ticello College faculty, a guest 
exhibitor; three mobile sculptures 
by Dreher satirizing the kind of 
enigmatic art which is purportedly 
of deep significance but actually 
shallow; “The Grange,” a Grant 
Wood-like painting by Bernard E. 
Peters, another guest exhibitor; 
“China Bird,” by Miriam O'Malley; 
“Long View from Little Bohemia,” 
‘by Jessie Beard Rickly, interest- 
ing for tricks of enforced perspec- 
tive, and several landscapes by 
Ada Hanvey. The show is to close 
Jan. 31, H.D.

The estate of Mrs. Mathilda

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BILL SEEKS RIGID TEST 
FOR MISSOURI DRIVERS 


Would Include Physical Ex- 
amination, Demonstration 
of Motorists’ Ability. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9 
(UP) — In keeping with recom- 
mendations of the Governor, 
Senator H. R. Williams (Rep.), 
Cassville introduced a bill today 
which would require all Missouri 
motorists to pass a rigid examina- 
tion before being allowed to drive 
a motor vehicle. 

The bill provides that the ex- 
amination be conducted by the 
Missouri Highway Patrol] in the 
applicant's home county, It would 
include both a physical test and 
an actual demonstration of the 
motorist’s ability to drive. 

Based on laws of a number of 
other states, Williams’s bill is 
similar to one which he intro- 
duced in the last session of the 
Legislature, That bill, like several 
that preceded it in the last few 
years, was not enacted, 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly in his 
legislative message to the Sixty- 
fourth General Assembly yester- 
day took cognizance of the fact 
that Missouri's drivers laws were 
antiquated and that new legisla- 
tion should be enacted. He asked 
specifically that the present law 
be amended to provide both for a 
periodic check of vehicles and an 
examination of drivers. 

President Truman himself criti- 


cized the state’s drivers license 


system last year at a safety: con- 
ference in Washington, terming it 
a “drug store” system becayse 
drivers are merely required to 
write in for licenses and enclose 
25 cents. 

Williams’s bill also provides that 
the commissioner of motor ve- 
hicles be authorized to suspend a 
driver’s license without prelimi- 
nary hearing if he can show 
documentary evidence that the 
driver is habitually reckless or 
negligent, an habitual violator of 
traffic laws, incompetent to drive, 
or has been involved in an acci- 
dent resulting in death or per- 
‘sonal injury of another, or serious 
property damage,

Problem of Refugees. 

4. The United Nations voted for 
an International Refugees Organ- 
ization to care for Europe’s mil- 
lion homeless and stateless people, 
Most are political refugees from 
Middle Europe where Communists 
either dominate the government 
or color them, Russia fought 
through seven weeks to prevent 
aid to political refugees or at least 
to limit it. But Russia lost. 

Support went to the United 
States (with Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt carrying the argument) 
and to the United Kingdom, which 
argued for the old principle of the 
right of political difference and 
expression. The vote to set up the 
IRO means that Europe’s million 
refugees will get international aid 
which will save them from return- 
ing to areas where they dis- 
approve of the governments. 

5. The Union of South Africa 
asked for permission to annex 
Southwest Africa, a large area, 
largely inhabited by African Ne- 
groes, which the union has ruled 
since World War I is a League of 
Nations mandate. 

Most delegates felt there was 
nothing, either in the League cove- 
nant, or in the United Nations 
charter, which would permit ny 
government to annex an area for 
which it was responsible to the 
world, unless its infMabitants ap- 
proved. The union argued it had 
approval of the natives.

ET’S assume on cook follows 
L to the letter the following 

green bean au gratin recipe in 
every detail except the baking dish. 
She selects a deep casserole which 
is ample in size all right, but 
when she goes to apply the top- 
ping, she notices that crumbs are 
very thick, but she wants to use 
them all so she puts them in. 
When the dish is served, her fam- 
ily decides it’s not such a hot 
number and they don’t care wheth- 
er or not she ever makes it again. 
Another cook combines the foods 
as described, but she chooses a 
dish according to specifications. 
Her topping is thin and has a 
much greater surface to be ex- 
posed to the heat, and as a result 
produces an unusual vegetable 
sizzling hot all the way through, 
creamy and cheesy on the interior 
with a crispy, crunchy crust that 
hangs together and is so appeal- 
ing to the family that they ask for 
it again and again. The former 
cook has only a small area of food 
exposed to the heat which can get 
crisp. Underneath, the crumbs 
remain crumbly, undercooked and 
certainly not appealing. There’s a 
lot to this cooking business and to 
learn it well one must pursue it 
just like one learns to be a great 
doctor, merchant, chemist or eny 
other professional person, It de- 
mands serious study and practice. 


Green Beans Au Gratin. 


No. 2 can green beans, three 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
two tablespoons diced onion, three 
tablespoons flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup milk, 
three-fourths cup grated cheese, 
one-fourth cup cornflake crumbs. 


Drain green beans. Melt two 
tablespoons of the butter or mar- 
garine in a saucepan and saute 
onion until slightly browned 
(about five minutes). Add flour 
and salt, blend well, then stir in 
bean liquid (about one cup) and 
milk. Cook over medium heat 
until thickened, Add cheese,,cover 
and turn off the heat.

West opened the ten of hearts, 
holding the trick. He continued 
with the four of hearts, and East 
won with the jack. East then laid 
down the heart ace, South unhap- 
pily put up the queen of trumps, 
but was somewhat relieved when 
West could do nothing more dan- 
gerous than discard a ciamond. 

After heaving his sigh of re 
lief, South did a little elementary 
thinking. Clearly, West did not 
hold the king of trumps, for he 
would have been delighted to 
over-ruff. Equally clearly, a trump 
finesse could not succeed, and 
the only chance to avoid the loss 
of a trump trick was to lead to 
dummy’s ace in the hope that 
East’s trump king was blank. 

This simple analysis bore fruit, 
for declarer did catch the lone 
king of spades and therefore 
made his contract. 

East had made it possible for 
South to deduce unmistakably the 
winning line of play. East could 
be sure, from the bidding, that his 
partner could not possibly hold a 
high trump. Hence he knew that 
West could not over-ruff South 
on the third round of hearts, That 
third round could therefore do 
the defense no good, but it could 
do declarer some good by warn- 
ing him that a trump finesse 
would not succeed... At the third 
trick East should have switched 
to a club or a diamond, leaving 
South to make his own guess 
about trumps. The chances are 
that South would have taken the 
trump finesse, and met defeat.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

T will be difficult for Gen. 

George C. Marshall to take over 

he work of the State Depart- 
ment at just this time, and the 
average citizen must be a little 
puzzled at the suddenness of the 
change which has taken place. 
One can only hope that retiring 
Secretary James F. Byrnes is not 
seriously ill. The country will be 
grateful to him for his services 
and, at the same time, everyone 
will be wishing Gen. Marshall the 
health and strength to carry 
through successfully the difficult 
negotiations that are now before 
him. We hope that he will have 
the loyalty of all those aides in 
the State Department whom he 
will need so badly. as he takes 
over this complicated and arduous 
task on such short notice.

THE NEGOTIATING of a 
peace for Europe is not only a 
diplomatic and political task, but 
one that requires the best brains 
in the industrial and agricultural 
fields as well. Former nder 
Secretary of State Sumner Welles 
points out that the recovery and 
rehabilitation of France play a 
great part in the whole European 
picture — and anyone with a 
knowledge of history knows that 
that fact has long been accepted 
by many nations. The old balance- 
of-power politics is still in evi- 
dence, but if the peace that is 
made could come measurably 
nearer to drawing all of Europe 
into one economic group, I think 
we would have a better atmosphere 
in which to preserve the peace of 
that continent.

LIKE EVERYBODY ELSE, I 
was deeply interested in reading 
Gen. Marshall's report on China— 
issued just before the announce- 
ment of his appointment as Secre- 


tary of State. It is a very bal- 
anced statement. He shows us 
that the reactionaries in the Na- 
tionalis party: aswell: as the ex- 
tremists in the Communist party 
are imopeding progress in China 
today. He explains that the hope 
for the future lies in the young, 
less radical members of the Com- 
munist grou — in the middle- 
of-the-road, s conservative Na- 
tionalists Soraven have tried for 
many months to byng the two 
extremes together. 


He states that if Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek will lead this 
group, he may be'able to bring 
peace in China. Many of us have 
felt that the Generalissimo fre- 
quently vacillated when it came 
to the point of supporting the 
moderates—which is natural, since 
he ig an Army man and many of 
the extreme rightists, according 
to Gen Marshall's report, are in 
the Army. 

: 


IT IS a fair assumption, I think, 


that the great mass of the people 
of China want peace. They need 
a government that will devote it- 
self to industrial and agricultural 
development, and to doing away 
with old forms of government 
which permitted so much corrup- 
tion and gave to individuals the 
power to control so many people, 
with very little concern for the 
real good of the people. 

No part of Gen. Marshall’s re- 
port should be taken out of its 
context. One cannot get a bal- 
anced picture unless one reads it 
as a whole. It is a statesmanlike, 
concise and honest document. 
Anyone who reads it carefully can 
get a better picture of what has 
been, and still is, a very compli- 
cated situation. This doeument 
augurs well for the future of open [> 
diplomacy.

HOME-SHARING FACTOR 
IN MARITAL DISCORD 


Case Supervisor in County 
Also Points to Inadequate 
Financial Planning. 


Doubling-up of families because 
of the housing shortage has been 
one of the factors leading to mari- 
tal discord in many families, Miss 
Elizabeth Good, case supervisor of 
the Family Service Society of St. 
Louis county, said yesterday. 
She spoke at the annual meet- 
ing of the organization, a Commu- 
nity Chest agency, at Brown Hall 
at Washington University. 
Miss Good said the marriage 
counseling service of the agency 
had resolved the difficulties of 67 
per cent of the 400 families that 
sought assistance last year. She 
stated the county divorce rate has 
reached the point where there are 
now two divorces for every three 
marriages. 
“In the doubling-up of families, 
the most frequent complaint grow- 
ing out of this condition is inter- 
ference from relatives,” she said. 
“Many of these couples’ difficul- 
ties stem from the fact they are 
thrown back to an earlier parent- 
child pattern by having to live 
with relatives before they have a 
chance to integrate ‘a responsible 
and independent family life of 
their own.” 

Other factors leading to marital 
discord, she added, are non-harmo- 
nious parent-child relationship, 


health and inadequate financial 
planning.
